COLLISION ON THE NORTH RIVER.
A Tungbont Sunk by

n llohoken Fereybont
— mer Filremnn Drowned nsd the Eagineer

AL T d'clock last evening the ferryboat Wee-
hauken left the =lip at the foot of Barclay stroot

for Hoboken, and when in the middle of
the river ran into the tugboat Jose, the
guard rail of the ferrybost ecarrving away

the pilot-house of the tug. The pilot of the
Iatter when he perceived that o  collision
was inevituble left his bogx, and when the
veesels siruck he jumped on board the ferry-
bont, but when he eaw the tog still afloat he
returned, thinking that the damage was only
comparatively tritling. It bad not drifted 100
yards, howevoer, when it became almost full of
water, began to settle steadily, nod then went
down, By thiz time be geized on the small boat
on board the Lug, and seelng that nothing else
reraained to him, he suddenly thonght of the
hoy, who was at one end of the tugboat when It
went down. He shouted, but received no an-
gwor. e pulled the boat in a cirele till he dis-
covered the youth floating on the water and
resenied him.  The lad was on the point of sue-
cumbing when he was rescued. They remained
on the boat till they saw the Desbrosses street
ferryboat Colden approaching, and they and
their boat were taken aboard by the deck hands
and brought to Jersey City.

The fireman, who was in the engine room to
the last, went down with the tng, and thero is
gome doubt nbout the safety of the engineer.

“And be it further enacted, That the Commis-
sioner of Internal Revenue be, and he I8 hereby
authorized to preseribe such method for the can-
cellation of stamps, as substitute for, or in addl ]
tion to,the method now prescribed by law, as he
may deem expedient and effectusl. And he is
further authorized, in bis diseretion, to make the
application of such method imperative upon the
manufacturers of proprietary articles, or articles
included in 8chedule C, and upon stamps of a
nominal value exceeding twenty-five cents,"

Owing to the extensive frands being commite
